Every individual is allowed a credit 
against his net income which varies 
with his domestic 
status, 
that 
is, 
whether he is (a) a single person, (bl 
a married person living with husband 
or wife, or ,c) a head of family. 
This 
credit is known as personal exemp­ 
tio n , and is shown on line 21 of the 
return Form 1040. 
The amount of 
the personal exemption also varies de­ 
pending upon the period during which 
the taxpayer occupied the particular 
exem ption status. 
The personal exemption for a single 
person is $500 for the year; for a 
married person living with husband 
or wife, $1,200; and for a “ head of 
family." $1,200. 
(Personal exemp­ 
tio n as head of a family has no effect 
on liability to file a return.) For Fed­

America's farm woodlots are called 
upon to provide 75,000,000 cords of 
fuel wood this year. 
This provides an opportunity for 
the small forest landowner to improve 
his woodland at an immediate ca?h 
profit. 
Forty per cent of the country’s 
462,000,000 acres of commercial for 
ests is in farm lots. 
In the forest 
states it is almost iniposible for a 
rural landowner not to be a forest 
owner. 
Wooded areas may be inter­ 
spersed among arable fields, may bt 
used to round out. otherwise irregular 
farm boundaries, or they may be 
ii ,.(] to provide a desired setting or 
wind protection for tire farmstead. 
Woodlands, which 
havp been 
n-g- 
lrfted or misused, generally, can b, 
improved by proper fuel wood cutting 
Farm woodlands 
may br 
main 
tained for any one of three reasons 
according to a survey by the ''ait 
Fniversirv School of Forestry. 
The 
owner may wish to grow timber as a 
cash crop or for his own use as lum­ 
ber or fuel. 
He may prize th '’ wood 
land's rich recreational and esthetic 
vain* s. 
Or im may use trees as a 
tool of conservation. 
In many cases j 
all th ref, purposes may be combined. 
Foresters of the forest products in­ 
dustries recommend that fuel wood 
be 
harvested 
either 
by 
removing 
crowded, 
diseased, 
overage, 
mal­ 
formed. 
or 
otherwise 
undesirable 
lr,-*-, or by utilizing for fuel wood 
only the -tips of trees . ut for saviors 
and other major wood products. They 
also point out that the best farm 
woodlands are usually uneven-aged 
lands of several t r,-- species, 
The time between cuttings, the for­ 
est experts -‘■ay, should be long enough 
to permit the annual forest growth 
tit ,.(]ual or e x c e e d the total draiu 
from the harvests and from any other 
causes. 
In this respect it is pointed 
out, farm woodlot owners could take 
a tip from large commercial forest 
operators who have found that It is 
not only possible, hut profitable, to 
ke«.p forest land busy In a continuous 
productive cycle- 
Most large forest 
concerns now consider their lands as 
well organized “ Tree Farms.-’ 
To insure adequate growth and 
make repeated harvests possible, pro­ 
tection must be continuously provided 
against fire, domestic animals, and 
other forest enemies. 
The condition 
of the stand should determine when a 
woodland area is ready for harvest, 
but in a year of poor markets the 
trees can gain in size and value while 
the owner of th0 farm woodland waits 
for better prices. 
Serious damage Is caused when do­ 
mestic animala are permitted to graze 
in woodlands. 
They eat or trample 
down seedlings. 
They compact the 
ground by trampling, producing bad 
soil condltiona. 
Some 
d isu se

Seethe are present in any woodland. 
' Best control of these peats is the rec­ 
ognition and removal of affected or 
weakened trees. Every woodlot owner 
I should cut such tree* for fuel. 
The
